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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Temple: 


I submit my sixth annual report as Supermtendent of 


Schools. 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


The only change in the teaching staff since my last report 
is the resignation of Miss Pingree after four years of loyal 
and efficient work. In her place we secured Miss Helen Ride- 
out of Wilton, a graduate of Keene Normal School in 1927, 
with substitute experience in Wilton and Temple. With the 
continued loyal and successful work of all teachers the school 
is maintaiming its high standing, and the interest of the people 
and especially of the Parent-Teacher Association is as 1m- 
portant a factor as ever in maintaining this fine spirit. 

The total enrollment remains about the same. ‘Three 
completed the elementary grades last June and five new 
pupils entered school in the fall. The per cent. of attendance 
was a bit higher than usual throughout the fall but has been 
reduced since the Christmas vacation by an unusual amount 
of sickness. 


THE SUPPLY OF TRAINED TEACHERS 


For two or three years the two state normal schools have 
trained a sufficient number of new teachers in the two-year 
courses to fill the vacancies occurring in the elementary grade 
and rural schools, and enough more in the three-year courses 
to supply the demands of junior high schools, with a surplus 
each year large enough to provide a healthy competition. 

There ts still an madequate supply of new teachers trained 
for senior high school positions. About 150 such teachers 
were needed in the state this year. The University of New 
Hampshire supplied about 35 of these, and the normal schools 
for the first time graduated classes in the four-year courses, 
providing 17 high school teachers. The balance was drawn 
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from other states and was made up of teachers with brief 
experience and of inexperienced college graduates, in nearly 
equal numbers. 


SUPERVISION 

The statistical report shows 40 supervisory visits during 
the year, the same number as in the preceding year. I have 
been able this year to use a larger proportion of my time for 
school room visits. A small part of the visiting time and a 
considerable part of the time required for office work is 
occupied with the testing program, which includes oral read- 
ing tests in the first three grades, silent reading tests in the 
middle grades, and the Stanford Achievement Tests in read- 
ing, arithmetic, language, spelling, science, and history. 
The Stanford Tests were given in October and May last year 
and in January this year. 

The results of the three series of tests throughout the super- 
visory district were tabulated and compared with the pub- 
lished standards for a general comparison. ‘Then pupils 
who stood particularly low were noted, and the teachers 
were advised as to which ones needed special attention and 
in what subjects. The series of three tests indicate a genera| 
advance and the January tests show all of the grades to be up 
to standard and some as much as 12% above standard. This 
is a general statement for the whole district and does not 
mean that every grade in every school is above standard. 

Last October a standardized test in silent reading was given 
throughout the district in grades four to nine, and the results 
were handled in the same manner as indicated for the Stan- 
ford Achievement Tests above. The test was given in order 
to have a more accurate measure of the reading abilities of 
these grades than we had at the time I discussed the silent 
reading program in my last annual report. It was the first 
attempt at a comprehensive measuring of silent reading 
abilities so no comparison can be made that will show the 
amount of gain or loss. 

Results showed that all the grades tested were somewhat 
below standard. ‘They provided a basis for determiming 


oo 


what remedial work is required for the pupils or grades who 
were found to be especially low, and also a basis for compart- 
son when the test Is repeated later in the year. 


MepicaL INSPECTION 
The required medical inspection was made in October by 
Dr. Pease and the nurse Miss Frye with the followmg results:

FINANCES 

The Budget proposed for 1929-1930 shows a few minor 
changes from last year’s estimates and a considerable in- 
crease in the amount required for high school tuitions. Only 
one of the high school pupils graduates this year, and so far 
as we know all of the eighth grade pupils will enter high school 
next fall. In that case there would be 15 pupils attending 
high school and the tuition at the present rates would cost 
$1185. ‘The estimated balance for the close of this school 
year is considerably less than It was a year ago and It Is 
thought that there is a sufficiently great advantage in having 
a balance to work on while the taxes are being collected to 
_ warrant the carrying over of whatever balance there may be 
next June. | 

I appreciate more and more the loyalty and support of the 
school organization and of the parents and other citizens of 
Temple. |
